Jerusalem Post Stall 
DJIBOUTI. — Djibouti, the former 
French colony which became in- 
dependent yesterday, is expected to 
become the 22nd member of the Arab 
League.

President Haas an Gouled said in 
an Interview published in Jordan 
yesterday that Arabic would be the 
official language in his tiny country 
on the Horn of Africa, overlooking 
the strategic Bab-el-Mandeb Straits. 

The nation -of 300,000 nomadic 
tribesmen' has one major asset — its 
port, which carries most of 
neighbouring Ehthiopia’s trade. 
Djibouti is a regular stop for ships 
plying the Indian Ocean-Red Sea 
route.

After vote for Foreign Affairs Committee 

Peres tries to amend snub to Eban

Abba Eban's star dimmed momentarily in Us Align- 
ment Knesset faction yesterday, when he was not voted to 
a place on the Foreign Affairs and Defence Committee. 
H oweve r, party chairman Shimon Perea stepped in with 
a gentlemanly gesture and offered Eban his own 
place, which Eban accepted after a ve ry brief demur. 

“I felt I ought to help a friend in need," Peres was 
overheard saying in the dhmtwg room, to explain his 
waiver. "Of course the faction atm has to approve it." . 

Eban told Journalists: "I agreed to-Ma offer because 
after all he is the head of the party. Anyway there was not 
so much difference in the votes." 

Eban's temporary setback was not so much a result of 
unpopularity in the Alignment, as of Haim Bar-Lev’s 
bhmt demand to get a seat on the Foreign Affairs and 
Defence Committee. 

The trouble began when the Alignment exe cutiv e met 
in the morning and tried to work out an agreed list df can- 
didates to recommend to the full faction, for seats on the 
committee. The agreed list was: Shimon Peres, Ylgal 
All on, Yitzhak Rabin, Abba Eban, Kmfoir, V ttninif 

Navon, and Meir Talml of Mapam. 

The executive then came to the full faction. In all there 
were 13 candidates for the seven seats and they all declin- 
ed to yield. Haim Bar-Lev said emphatically that since 


the Alignment was doe to name hi-m wtmfrmari of the Sub- 
committee oh the Defence Budgets, It was only logical for 
him to belong to the Foreign Affairs and Defence Com- 
mittee, not the Finance Committee. (The executive had 
thought it could “save" a seat on the Foreign Affairs and 
Defence Committee, by putting Bar-Lev on the Finance 
Committee.) 

When it became obvious to the faction that the planned 
concensus would not work. it was decided to hold a secret 
£aZ2ot instead. The winners ware Peres, Allan, Rabin, 
Bar-Lev, Zadok, Navon and TalmL The runners-up w e r e 
Yosi Sarid and Eban In that order. 

The results were a blow for Eban, and he was seen 
closeted briefly with Peres before leaving the Knesset. 
Then Peres called him at his hotel and offered him the 
.seat ... 

The Alignment faction is expected to approve Peres' 
otter to Eban, even though, strictly speaking, a person 
giving up his seat should only be able to give it to the first 
runner-up, not the second. Sarid Is probably not going to 
protest, it 1 * thought, because be identifies with many of 
Eban's political views. 

■- The faction la also expected to approve the offer, 
because otherwise it would give the impression of sen- 
ding Eban to Coventry at a time when he fa stfll involved 
in the wfftHr over bis foreign bank accounts. 


Tod many candidates for Knesset committees

The Ninth Knesset risked becom- 
ing a byword for parliamentary 
procrastination yesterday when it 
failed -once again to settle the' 
seemingly simple technical matter 
of approving the number, composi- 
tion and chairmanships of the 
various committees. Such approval 
was usually given, in previous 
Knessets, on the first day the House 
convened after an election. (See 
story p. 2) 

The delay stemmed from the 
squabbles and jealousy inside fac- 
tions and between factions, as well 
as the physical problem of fitting too 
many candidates into too few jobs. 

Inside the Alignment faction, the 
names of. the candidates for the 
prestigious Foreign Affairs and 
Defence Committee were finally 
chosen in secret ballot, resulting in a 
slap In the face to Abba Eban (see 
story above). 

Inside the Likud faction, the 
Herat, Liberal and La ’am wings 
were still at loggerheads last night, 
but hoping to work out an arrange- 
ment before this afternoon’s session. 


The post er faction chairman to the 
Likud hae alwsys been: shared on a 
two-month -rotation basis between a 
Herat man and a liberal. According- 
ly the Liberals were yesterday 
demanding that the job of coalition 
chairman be shared inrotation in the 
same way, but that the samg man be 
both faction chairman and coalition 
chairman. If the Liberal demand ia 
accepted, Prof. Moahe Arens of 
Herat will probably be . the. first 
coalltion-and-f action chairman, 
alternating with Avraham Sharir of 
the Liberals. 

. Herat wants Arens to be chairman 
of the Foreign Affairs and Defence 
Committee as well and does not pay 
serious attention to the Liberals’ de- 
mand that Moahe Nisslm get the job. 
If Arens does get Ebreign Affairs 
and Defence, the Liberals would get 
the very important House Com- 
mittee. Yitzhak Berman has been 
mooted for the Job, but the name of 
another Liberal, Avraham Katz, has 
also been mentioned. 

Herat wants the chairmanship of 
the Immigration and Absorption. 
Committee for Geiila Cohen, while 
the La’am wing wants it for Moahe 


-Shamir- This, demand has Incensed 
Herat. because it argues that La’am 
has already received far more flflan 
it merited with its two 'Cabinet 
Ministers, Yigal Horowitz and 
Eliezer Shostak, as well as one depu- 
ty minister, Yitzhak Peretz. The 
Liberals, for their part, argue that 
the Immigration and Absorption Job 
belongs to Gahal — as their bloc with 
Herat is called — and that the chair- 
manship must be decided between 
the Liberals and Herat In a 
democratic maimer.- 

Herat MBs were sitting around the 
diningroom yesterday looking glum. 
They complained that their party 
came out worst of all in the job- 
sharing spree because it was overly 
generous to people like Ariel Sharon 
and Mo she Dayan on the ministerial 
level, and to factions like the Aguda 
on the parliamentary level, as a 
result of itspatriotic resolve to get a 
Government and. a coalition es- 
tablished as quickly and effectively 
as possible. 

"It’s all very nice sharing out the, 
Inheritance among the younger 
members of the family but what’s 
the point if the first-born gets shoved 
to the wall," a Herat veteran said.

The spokesman said , that the 
terrorists, declared martial law in 
several villages and ordered the peo- 
ple not to leave or enter the. villages 
without a. permit, from terrorist of- 
ficers. 

It was . reported that U civilians 
were wounded in the Nabatiya dis- 
trict yesterday , as artillery shells 
continued fo- crash Into towns and 
villages. Citizens of Nabatiya claim- 
ed more than 100 shells fell on their 
homes on Sunday and overnight- 
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The DMC also wanted a "supreme 
authority for social services" to in- 
clude Social Betterment, Health and 
Education, and a party official 
suggested Yadln could be responsi- 
ble for coordinating these ministries. 

Yadln told his party's leaders that 
Begin suggested the DMC could 
"freely express its views on foreign 
affairs in public and in the Knesset." 
Begin added, according to Yadln, 
that the sides would still have to 
negotiate "the way they (the DMC) 
would vote on this issue." 

Several DMC leaders were ready 
to accept such an arrangement . but 
MKs Amnon Rubinstein and 
Mordechal Virshuvski, as well as 
Yoram Alster reportedly argued 
such a vote is not compatible with 
the principle of collective respon- 
sibility. 

A DMC co mm unique reported that 
the Prime Minister suggested that 
settlement- questions will -be 
"decided" by the Knesset Foreign 
Affairs and Security Committee if 
cne of the ministers demands It. 

This appeared to be a significant 
concession to the DMC, which feared 
the cabinet would authorize settle- 
ment throughout Judea and 
Samaria, outvoting its opposition. 

. DMC leaders said they also 
wanted clarifications on religious af- 
fairs and changing the electoral 
system. 


Libyans vote for

Wide support 
for Javits* 
Mideast talk

WASHINGTON. — Sen. Jacob Javits 
yesterday received wide support on 
the Senate floor for bis views on the 
Middle East, a development that has 
further upset the Carter administra- 
tion. 

After Javits delivered an address 
critical , of the administration, 
several senators voiced support for 
the New York Republican’s remarks, 
including Sen, Edward Brooke of 
Massachusetts, who called for direct 

negotiations between Israel and the 
Arab states. 

Sen. Robert Packwood of Oregon, 
also supporting the Javits speech, 
strongly opposed the concept of a 
super-power-imposed settlement by 
recalling that the U.S. had un- 
successfully tried to Impose its will 
on South Vietnam. "I hope we don't 
make the same mistake In the Middle 
East," he said. 

Another senator who lined up with 
Javits was Pennsylvania's Richard 
Schweicker, who strongly lashed out 
against the concept of "thrashing a 
settlement down the throat of other 
countries." He said the U.S. should 
return to the principle ot "secure ana 
defensible" borders in the Middle 
East. 

Sen. Richard Stone of Florida and 
Sen. John Sparkman of Arkansas, 
the chairman of the Senate Foreign 
Relations Committee, praised Javits 
for outlining his views and for expan- 
ding the public debate on the Middle 
East. 

But while Javits was being com- 
plimented by his Senate colleagues. 
Carter administration off! els Is were 
not concealing their concern. - 

The administration fears that ex- 
pression of support for Javits will 
merely encourage Prime Minister 
Be gin's government to adopt tough 
positions with respect to a territorial 
withdrawal from the West Bank and 
Gaza Strip. 


Seamen

The union promptly rejected the 
move, ordering the men not to leave 
the ship and warning that If Zim 
would not retract the decision, a 
major strike might ensue. 

Then Zim accepted a Histadrut 
proposal to rescind the dismissal 
decision pending Histadrut media- 
tion, but Ihe union refused the condi- 
tion that it permit the Gold Moon to 
sail Immediately before former un- 
ion secretary Mo she Levy could join 
her. 

Levy was ordered off the ship last 
week, pending investigation of 
criminal charges of violence and un- 
ruly behaviour which were lodged 
against him by the ship’s captain 
and engineer. He also faces a dis- 
ciplinary hearing on charges of 
serious violations of discipline, 
proffered against him by Zim for a 
long string of Incidents on board the 
ship. The Transport Ministry has 
Issued an order forbidding him to 
leave the country for 80 days pending 
the hearing. 

Zim announced that Levy was fac- 
ing disciplinary and criminal 
charges and that ZSm would not ac- 
quiesce to the union attempt to turn 
tiie charges into a "work dispute.” 
Nor would Zim let the union interfere 
in company appointments. The union 
has been demanding the removal of 
Haim, Zucker, the newly-appointed 
head of the company’s crew depart- 
ment because he has in the past serv- 
ed as a union secretary. 

Both aides were yesterday perfect- 
ly aware that the dispute may 
develop into a full strike if it is not 
settled immediately, and both 
appeared ready far a showdown. 

In fact, some experts consider a 
strike inevitable and believe that 
only with a showdown can union- 
company relations be restored to 
normal ( two months ago. the ship- 
ping companies took a firm st an di n g 
during the marine officer's strike 
and put an end to the constant 
bickering that had preceded it) . 






Israel must talk about 
withdrawal, U.S. says

WASHINGTON. — The Carter Ad- 
ministration, apparently disturbed 
by recent statements by Prime 
Minister Begin and Foreign Minister 
Dayan, yesterday . issued a tough 
warning against Israel’s refusing in 
advance to negotiate a territorial 
withdrawal from the West Bank and 
the Gaza Strip. 

U.S. officials confirmed that the 
administration was motivated by the 
Begin and Dayan statements, which 
the Americans said represent a 
violation of UN Security Council 
Resolution 242 of November 1967. 

The State Department took the op- 
portunity of yesterday's daily news 
briefing to release a lengthy state- 
ment outlining U.S. policy in the 
Middle East. The statement, of- 
ficials said, was the U.S. reactionnot 
only to the Begin and Dayan 
statements but also to recent 
remarks by pro-Israel members of 

the Congress, specific Billy, yester- 
day’s Senate speech by Jacob Javits, 
which was quite critical of the ad- 
ministration's position. 

The statement, which officials said 
represented the view of the entire 
administration, not only the State 
Department, is hound to upset the 
new Israel government which has 
made it clear that it would prefer not 
to withdraw from Judea, Samaria 
and the Gaza Strip. 

"We believe strongly that progress 
toward a negotiated peace is essen- 
tial this year if further disaster is to 
be avoided," spokesman Hodding 
Carter saW. “We also believe that 
the only true security for any coun- 
try In that troubled area Is a true 
peace negotiated between the par- 
ties." 

The spokesman, reading from a 
prepared text, continued: “For- 
tunately, we do not begin our efforts 
in a vacuum. A starting point exists 
in UN Security Council Resolution 
242 of November 1967, which all the 
parties involved have accepted. 
U.S. policy since 1967 has consistent- 
ly sought to apply the principles 
agreed in that resolution through 
the process of negotiations called for 
in Security Council Resolution 338 of 
October 1973. which, I might add. all 
the parties involved also accepted. 

"The peace foreseen in these 
resolutions will require both sides to 
the dispute to make difficult con- 
cessions. 

"We are not asking for one-sided 
concessions from anyone. The Arab 
states will have to agree to Imple- 
ment a kind of peace which produces 
confidence in its durability. In our 
view, that means security 
arrangements on all fronts satisfac- 
tory to all parties and to guarantee 


established borders. 

"It also involves steps towards the 
normalization of relations with 
Xsrael- 

"The peace, to be durable, must 
also deal with the Palestinian issue. 
In this connection, the president has 
spoken for a homeland for the 
Palestinians, whose exact nature 
should be negotiated between the 
parties. 

"Clearly, whatever arrangement 
are made would have to take into ac- 
count security requirements of all 
the parties involved within the terms 
of Resolution 242. 

fi i return tor this kind of peace 
Israel clearly should withdraw from 
occupied territories. We consider 
that this resolution means 
withdrawal from ail three fronts in 
the Middle East dispute — Sinai, 
Golan, West Bank/Gaza — with the 
exact borders and security 
arrangements being agreed in the 
negotiations." 

The spokesman did not mention 
Jerusalem, hut he said: "These 
negotiations must start without any 
pre-conditions from any side. This 
means no territories, including the 
West Bank, are automatically ex- 
cluded from the items to be 
negotiated. To automatically ex- 
clude any territory under dispute 
strikes us as contrary to the princi- 
ple of negotiations without pre- 
conditions. Nor does it conform to 
the spirit of Resolution 242, which 
forms a framework to these 
negotiations." 

The spokesman, who was barraged 
with questions by surprised 
reporters who had not anticipated 
the release of this detailed state- 
ment. said the U.S. position was 
merely a general "framework" for 
negotiations and that details would 
have to be worked out by the parties 
involved. 

Observers here noted that the 
statement seemed to hack away 
from earlier administration 
remarks that a settlement would 
have to result m a “real peace," in- 
cluding open borders, com- 
munications. trade, etc. The state- 
ment merely called for "steps 
toward the normalization of 
relations with Israel," and not the 
detailed definition of the nature of 
peace that Israel has preferred to 
hear. 

Responding to questions on this 
controversial point, the spokesman 
merely Insisted that the administra- 
tion was not “backing off." But he 
said he could think of several areas 
of the world where there was "peace 
without relations," (This type of 
"peace." Israel "Ww»i« have said, 
would be nnaccpetable for Israel. 


American officials specifically 
pointed to statements by Begin and. 
Dayan as the source of U.S. concern. 
They said foe U.S. was waiting for 
Begin to arrive in Washington later 
next month to hear from him about 
Israel’s official position on 
negotiations. But they noted that the 
U.S. is "disturbed" by indications 
from Israel recently, which seemed 
to indicate that certain territories — 
specifically the West Bank and Gaza 
— were excluded at the beginning 
from the items to be negotiated. 

The spokesman said Israel had not 
been informed in advance of the 
briefing that the State Department 
was issuing the detailed statement. 

Nowhere in the statement is there 
a specific reference to the need for 
Israel to withdraw to the pre£96? 
lines with only minor adjustments — 
as called for by American officials in 
the past. This was seen by some pro- 
Israel circles as a "step In the right 
direction" by the administration. 

Some diplomatic sources here in- 
sisted that the statement was 
directed primarily at the Javits 
speech and not at the recent Begin 
and Dayan statements, despite in- 
dications from American officials to 
the contrary. 

Israel Ambassador Slmcha Dinitz 
was expected to seek clarification of 
the statement at meetings last night 
with National Security Council chief 
Zbigniew Brzezlnski and with 
Secretary of State Cyrus Vance. The 
Embassy had received no prior 
notification of the statement. 

Dinitz is due in Jerusalem later 
.this week for consultations. 

The Dinitz meeting followed of- 
ficial confirmation by the State ^ 
Department that the president had 
authorized a $11B m. arms sale to 
Israel, including tank bulldozers. 
Tow anti-tank missiles and ar- 
moured personnel carriers.

Weizman: Can co-exist in Hebron 


HEBRON (Itim). — In Mb first visit 
to Hebron in an official capacity 
Defence Minister Ezer Weizman 
said yesterday that "we can live in 
this town and other towns (In Judea 
and Samaria) and find ways to live 
together " with the Arab population. 

Weizman visited Hebron, Kiryat 
Arba and N&blua yesterday in what 
Ms aides described as a "silent 
tour"," during which the minister 
would makeno statements. But as he 
mingled with Jews, Arabs and 
tourists in the narrow markets of 
Hebron. Weizman swapped casual 
remarks in English and Arabic with 
tourists and vendors. One Arab, ask- 
ed by Weizman what life in Hebron 
was like these days, told him 
"everytMng's expensive and it's 


hard to keep up." 

Reporters finally managed to cor- 
ner Weizman — the minister in 
charge of the administered 
territories — on the steps of the 
Machpela cave. He told them he was 
"hearing and listening, and that's all 
in the meantime.” He had "heard 
about things that must be dealt with, 
but I generally have a good feeling 
that we can live together In this 
town." 

In nearby Kiryat Arba, Weizman 
was greeted by children clapping 
their hands and an enormous 
"Welcome” sign. Weizman spent a 
long time talking to Kiryat Arba 


residents in a closed meeting from 
which reporters were barred. 

But Menahem Livnl, a Kiryat 
Arba leader, told Itim after the 
meeting that members of his com- 
munity had asked Weizman to in- 
itiate new development projects in 
Kiryat Arba, to cancel the military 
government order forbidding them 
to buy land from the Arabs, and to 
permit them to open joint businesses 
with residents- of Arab Hebron. 

Livni said Weizman told the 
meeting his attitude towards their 
requests was "positive" and that he 
-would transmit them to the Prime 
Minister. 


Stock market trading drops to 
IL70m.; boom to be probed

They pointed out that the tur- 
nover figures are no Indication of the 
amount of new investment in-stocks. 
Although there has been some shift 
from linked bonds to stocks, there 
has been no massive unloading of 
Goverment debentures and the Bank 
of Israel has not bought them to sup- 
port prices. 

Both the Rfl-nk of Israel and the 
Treasury said yesterday that they 
have started to investigate the 
causes of the stock market boom. 
The analysis will depend on Informa- 
tion from the commercial hanks, 
which so far is unavailable or 


fragmentary. 

Most of those involved — Bank of 
Israel, Treasury. Tel Aviv Stock Ex- 
change and commercial banks — 
have guesses on what happened. 
Some of these-observers believe that 
many people who recently received 
relatively large lump sums in back 
pay m&y have invested them In 
stocks and that, once prices started 
to rise, they were joined by others 
who tried to buy into the market 
speculatively.

Meshel warns Ehrlich about cutting 
food subsidies and raising VAT 


Histadrut Secretary- General 
Y era ham Meshel warned Finance 
Minister Simha Ehrlich last night 
that if Ehrlich were to implement his 
pre-election plans to cut subsidies on 
basic foodstuffs and increase Value 
Added Tax, the Histadrut would con- 
sider demanding compensation for 
the workers in the form of more fre- 
quent cost-of-living increments. 

Meshel told an interviewer on 
Israel Radio's "On People and 
Numbers" programme that he 
"does not expect quiet" in the socio- 
economic scene. If Ehrlich goes 
through with Ms plans the Histadrut 
may demand that the e-o-1 increment 


be paid every three months instead 
of twice a year as it is new, and that 
the increment's linkage to prices be 
raised from the present 70 per cent to 
100 per cent, Meshel said. 

Meshel also said there is no need to 
nationalize the Histadrut sick fund. 
The government plans for health In- 
surance can be implemented 
through the existing sick funds, in- 
cluding Kupat Hblim, he said.

Anopheles mosquitoes In Tiberias and crowded absorp- 
tion centres in the heart of the country determined 
Ofakim aa the site where the 68 Vietnamese refugees 
were housed by the Absorption Ministry. Ofakim Is 20 
kms. from Beersheba. 

(The refugees on Sunday night slept in real beds for the 
first time in weeks. They were picked up by the Israeli 
freighter Yuvall in the South China Sea on June 9.) 

The health authorities advised the government not to 
send the refugees to Tiberias. Anopheles mosquitoes — 
inactive but a possible danger to people who have suf- 
fered from malaria — are known to exist there. The cen- 
tre of the country or the south were recommended In- 
stead. 

Since there were not enough places to accommodate 
the refugees in the centre, they were taken to Ofakim in 
the Negev, where the absorption centre was reportedly 
about to be closed down due to a shortage of immigrants. 

“We received them as we do Jewish Immigrants, " said 
Amram Tamlr, deputy director of the absorption ser- 
vices branch of the ministry and the coordinator of 
“Operation Vietnamese." But the refugees were also 
greeted with flowers, songs, and the the gift packages of 
food usually handed out to olim only on the eve of 
holidays. And, of course, unlike most immigrants they 


were pounced upon by dozens of local and foreign 
reporters and cameramen upon their arrival. . 

Most of the escapees speak some French and a little 
English; the others were able to communicate with help 
from a Vietnamese woman who is married to an Israeli. 

The Absorption Ministry has been deluged with offers 
from Israelis to adopt Vietnamese youngsters. But it is 
not likely that these will be accepted, since there are ap- 
parently no orphans among the displaced group. The 
Vietnamese are proudly clasping the new assistance card 
each has received from the Absorption Ministry. 

If they wish to remain here, they can become full- 
fledged permanent residents. 

T Hm reports that yesterday, after a medical check, the 
children frolicked in the playground and the adults toured 
Ofakim. 

The children will be vaccinated against polio, measles 
and other diseases within the next few days. It is ex- 
pected that they will be taken care of without charge at 
Wlzo day care centres. 

The older refugees will soon begin classes at the local 
ulpan. Ofakim 's mayor, Yehiel Bento v, says that they 
will be taught easy Hebrew — enough! for making 
purchases, travelling and generally get tin g around. Ben- 
tov also says that a survey will be made in the next few 
days to determine which of the Vietnamese want to work 
trnri what their occupations are. It Is expected that they 
will find jobs either in Ofakim or in Beersheba.

RAMALLAH (Itim). — The terrorist

Kibbutz blocks highway 
in compensation row

HAIFA. — Kibbutz Yagur has forced 
the Public Works Department to sus- 
pend work on part' iff the ILOOm. 
“Ecology Highway," which will link 
the Nesher cement factory with the 
new quarry in Tamra village. 

The section., of highway which 
passes -through.. kibbutz, land has 
been blocked since Friday. Kibbutz 
members, placed .platforms across , 
the work area to prevent progress, 
according to Uri Zeitiin, the regional 
PWD director in charge of the pro- 
ject. 

Zeitiin said the 17-km-long 
highway, which was started 18 
months ago. Is slated for completion 
by October. It will enable Nesher to 
open the quarry and to obtain the 
limestone it needs — for ecological 
reasons Nesher Is not allowed to ex- 
tend its existing Mount Carmel 
quarry, which is running out of 
stone. 

Zeitiin said Kibbutz Yagur was not 
satisfied with compensation it was 
receiving for permitting the road to 
pass through its fields. But he con- 
sidered it “improper'' for a kibbutz 
to resort to “violent” methods to 
make Its point. He said the losses in- 
curred by the subcontractor, Solel 
Boneh. would be presented to Yagur 
for payment, which will come out of 
the compensation the kibbutz even- 
tually receives. 


Zeitiin said he had decided against 
calling in the police to clear the site, 
at least for fhe time being, as he did 
not wish to aggravate the dispute. He 
stressed that the PWD would also 
build a detour for Yagur as part of 
Ihe project, to help reduce the many 
accidents that occur on the highway 
now passing the kibbutz. 

Kibbutz- Yagur secretary Alex- - 
ander told The Post Zeitiin had told 
only part of the story. He claimed 
Yagur had permitted the PWD to 
build the road for 18 months “though 
they have no official document or' 
order for the work. 

"We showed our goodwill for this 
Important project for 18 months, 
because we're the last people to try 
to stop development But now our 
patience Is at an end.” 


He said work was now taking place 
in fields under actual cultivation, 
and disturbing the kibbutz' water' 
lines. Furthermore, an arbitration 
committee which was considering 
the question of compensation had 
made an interim ruling, which the 
PWD has not accepted. "The 
problem involves both compensation 
and money and questions of farm- 
lands,” he said. 

Zeitiin said the committee had 
awarded Yagur Him, compensa tion 
exactly three weeks ago. The PWD 
headquarters had decided to appeal 
against the size of the sum. 


Tolkowsky tells IAI ‘no’

TEL AVIV. — The Football Associa- 
tion last night appointed Emanuel 
Sheffer, 54, as coach of the national 
soccer team, with Amaziah 
Lefkovitch as his assistant and 
coach of the national youth team. 

For Sheffer, the appointment 
means a return to the job he held tar 
four years. Including the heyday of . 
1968 -and 1970, when IsraeV reached 
the finals of the tllympic Gaines and 
the World Cup : ffii Mexleth 1,1 

Sheffer, who takes over from 
Mo she Schweitzer, learned coaching 
In Germany. During the. last two 
years he was director of the soccer 
coaching school at the Wingate 
Institute for Physical Education In 
Netanya. At the same time be also 
coached the national youth team. 

"The national team has been out of 
training for the past two months and 
a lot of hard work is needed. I hope to 
raise the standard of Israel football 
to the level we reached In 1970,” 
Sheffer said last night. 

In selecting the Sheffer-Lefkovitch 
team, the F.A. management re- 
jected the proposal of F.A. deputy 
chairman Azrikam Milch an to ap- 
point Sir Alf Ramsey, the coach who 
guided England to the World Cup In 
1966. 

Other well known British coaches 
were also considered, but were not 
put to the vote yesterday. Efforts to 
postpone a decision on the vote were 
also rejected. 

Lefkovitch,. a former national 
team player, in recent years bas 
coached Jerusalem Hapoel and 
Beersheba Hapoel, whom he twice 
took to championships.

Defence Minister Ezer Welzznan's 
reported choice for the chair- 
manship of the board of the Israel 
Aircraft Industries, Dan Tolkowsky, 
said last night that he will not accept 
the position. . 

Tolkowsky — now director of the 
Discount Bank Investments Cor- 
poration — told me that he was 
“unable to accept” the position. 

The present director-general of 
IAI. A1 Schwimmer, who was slated 
for the Job before the Likud's rise to 
power, refused to comment. 

Schwimmer, who arrived back In 
Israel late Sunday night from 
France and the U.S., said that he 
was “not up to date” on the current 
situation. The appointment of the 

board chairman was the business of 
tbe Defence Ministry and any 
further talk an the subject would be 
inappropriate, he said. 

The position has been vacant since 
lawyer Michael Flron resigned last 
September after a conflict of in- 
terests developed between his 
private practice and his position on 
the board. The position was sup- 
posed to have been filled not later 
than June 24, but several "stays” 
have been granted and there seems 
to be no hurry to man the position 
now. 

While Tolkowsky — a former Air 
Force chief — refused to comment, it 
is understood that be decided against 
accepting the Job for the same 
reasons as Finn. The Discount 
Bank Investme n ts Corporation owns 
ETbit— a firm which manufactures 
avionics systems for the Kfir, the. 
IAI's fighter plane. In order for him 
to accept the chairmanship he would 
have to give up the bank post. 

Sc hwi miner's status is unclear. It 
was 'generally considered several 
months ago that he would be ap- 
pointed to the chairmanship by then 
Defence Minister Shimon Feres, and 
Yehoshua Rabinowltz, then Finance 
Minister. Everybody considered the 
appointment “sewn-up.” But the of- 
ficial announcement was delayed, 
first because of a minor police In- 
vestigation into Scbwinuner's af- 
fairs — the suspicions proved to be 
baseless — followed by a series of 
delaying 'tactics which many found 


puzzling. The official reason given to 
me by a former senior Defence 
Ministry official was. that Peres did 
not -want to present his successor as 
defence minister with a fait ac- 
compli. . 

The IAI now faces several momen- 
tous decisions — such as whether the 
company, which has 16,000 
employees, should go ahead and 
produce a successor to the Kfir or 
not — and many within the defence 
establishment feel that the entire 
question of leadership at the plant 
should b e dealt with as soon as possi- 
ble. 

There hi also uncertainty as to who 
will replace Schwimmer if the in- 
dustry's founder moves on to' the 

board, or decides to opt out of active 
management. During the Peres 

regime the head of the production 
section, Gabriel Gldor, was men- 
tioned as the likely heir; but over the 
past few weeks It is understood that 
current executive vice-president, 
Israel Roth, would be Weizman's 
choice. 

Up to now over ILSOOm. has been 
pumped into initial studies tor a new 
generation Israel fighter, and 
questions Involving millions of 
dollars — such as the production of 
an Israeli helicopter — are pending. 
The IAI board, it was explained last 
night, has a "real” say in the 
operative decisions of the company's 
management, and “it would be 
highly desirable for the problem of 
leadership to be resolved." 

It could not be ascertained last 
night who Welzman intends appeal- 
ing to now that Tolkowsky is out of 
the running, but Mordechal Hod, 
who replaced Weizman as Air Force 
commander, has been mentioned. 
His acceptance, however, la in doubt 
since Hod is deeply involved with 
Cal. the air transport firm, which 
has only recently got off tbe ground 
and is a company for which he per- 
sonally feels highly responsible.

Dr. Yosef Burg, Israel’s first 
Orthodox minister in charge of 
police, appeared to Indicate yester- 
day that he would order police to bar 
any attempt by Jews to pray on the 
Temple Mount.

State Department acknowledges 
Rumanian restrictions on Jews 


Inheritance amendments shelved 


WASHINGTON (API. — The State 
Department said yesterday that 
“there are Jews in Rumania .who 
wish to emigrate but feel prevented 
from doing so,” but that this should 
not prevent Rumania from receiving 
favourable trade treatment from the 
U.S. 

Matthew Nimitz. counsellor of the 
Department, told the . Senate Sub- 
' committee an International Trade 
that Rumanian emigration to the 
U.S. so. far tht» year was up slightly 
from last year but that the figures on 
emigration to Israel “are not nearly 
as encouraging.” 

“The five-month total for 1977 is 
only 458 persons, compared with 853 
in 1976,’! Nimitz testified. . 

Nimitz na lft the Administration in- 
tended to “keep this matter con- 
stantly before the Rumanian govern- 
ment — but In the context of good 
relations, not confrontation."

Black marketeer 
gets 2 years 

TEL AVTV (Itim). — A Ram at 
Hasharon foreign currency dealer 
on* Sunday was sentenced to two 
years' imprisonment by the District 
Court here.

PARIS. — The Algerian 
government's decision to present 
two Tora scrolls to the Algiers 
Jewish community marks the latest 
sign of an official effort to improve 
their relations, “Le Monde” 
reported yesterday. 

The newspaper's correspondent in 
Algiers said the second Tora will be 
handed over within a few days as a 
replacement for holy books that 
were damaged by vandals at the 
Bab-el-Oued synagogue in February. 
The first Tora was delivered recent- 
ly. 

A dozen youngsters who took part 
in the vandalism have been sentenc- 
ed to suspended jail terms ranging 
from one to four months. 

In April the authorities handed 
back to the community a building 
that had been occupied by the police. 
About 10 elderly Jews were looked 
after by French nuns in Algiers after 
being forced to leave the building. 

The Algerian state tourist agency 
Altour recently sponsored the first 
pilgrimage to Tlemcen for former 
Algerian Jews since the country at- 
tained independence in 1962. The 
visitors, who now live in Paris, 
returned to Algeria to take part in 
the pilgrimage named after Rabbi 
Ephraim el Nkaoua, which is com- 
memorated annually by Moslems 
and Christians as well as Jews. 

Rabbi el Nkaoua is held In high es- 
teem in Tlemeen for curing the 
daughter of a 16th century sultan. 
The local population gave a warm 
welcome to the Jewish pilgrims. 
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17-year-old jailed 
for seven years 

TEL AVTV (Itim). — A 17-year-old 
from Lod was yesterday sentenced 
to seven years imprisonment for 
stealing and burning four cars, 
various thefts and robberies, posses- 
sion of a firearm and participation in 
the brutal rape of a 15-year-old boy 
in a juvenile lock-up. 

The three judges at the Tel Aviv 
District Court refused to accept the 
defence plea for leniency, saying 
that participation In the brutal rape 
showed the youth was of violent 
character, and possession of the 
firearm indicates he may be 
dangerous to the public. 

Another jail term was handed 
down by the Jerusalem District 
Court yesterday to Nafez Al-Hadad, 

19. Al-Hadad was sentenced to five- 
and-a-half years imprisonment for 
committing more than SO burglaries 
and stealing goods worth IL250.000. 
The defence counsel said his client 
was addicted to drugs and had to 
steal to satisfy his habit. But the 
court refused to show any leniency.

Shcharansky barred 
from hiring a lawyer

TEL AVIV. — Anatoly Shcharansky, 
the Jewish activist charged by the 
Soviets with high treason, is being 
prevented from hiring a lawyer to 
defend him, it was learned here 
yesterday from Moscow sources. 

The only lawyer willing to defend 
Shcharansky and enter a non-guiity 
plea at the show trial now being 
prepared for him, was forbidden 
from taking the case by the 
prosecutor's office. Miss 
Kaminskaya, a noted defender of 
Jewish activists and liberal dis- 
sidents. Is herself in trouble with the 
authorities, who have threatened to 
disbar her. 

According to the reports, 
Shcharansky's mother and his close 
friends have all been busy looking, 
for an attorney, but the only ones 
available say they will not take the 
case unless Shcharansky pleads guil- 
ty to having worked as a CIA agent 
— an admission which can result in a 


death sentence or a long hard-labour 
term for the defendent. The KGB has 
apparently warned lawyers against 
defending him. 

Shcharansky was arrested by the 
Soviets several months ago following 
a virulent television and press cam- 
paign accusing Jewish aliya ac- 
tivists of being hirelings of 
America’s Central Intelligence 
Agency. Shcharansky is not the sole 
victim of the current anti-Semitic 
drive, but he is the only one facing 
such severe charges. 

Shcharansky Insists that he Is 
totally innocent and refuses to con- 
sider any other plea but “not guilty." 

Meanwhile, it is reported from 
Moscow that the Soviet authorities 
have giyen noted activist Mark 
Azbel a Jdly 5 deadline to leave the 
USSR, while Prof. Benjamin Fain's 
deadline is July 10. Both men were 
given emigration permits recently, 
in what observers say is an attempt 
to dampen criticism of Soviet human 
rights violations at the Belgrade con- 
ference.

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Commonwealth troops 
may be sent to Rhodesia 


LONDON (UPI). — Britain and the 
U.S. are working on plana for an in* 
ternational peace* keeping force of 
Commonwealth troops to keep peace 
during a transition to black majority 
rule in Rhodesia, the Foreign Office 
said yestgrday. 

The London “Daily Mail" said 
yesterday that Britain is considering 
using Commonwealth troops to a void 
being sucked into an “another 
Northern Ireland.” 

Canada, India, Ghana, and 
Nigeria have already agreed to take 
part in such a force which could ease 
the way for the delicate handover 
from Premier Ian Smith's white 
minority government to black ma- 
jority rule, the "Dally Mail” said. 

The Foreign Office spokesman 
refused to confirm the details of the 
“Dally Mail” story but said that 
“certain Commonwealth countries 
have expressed willingness to assist 
in maintaining law and order during 
the transition period, but no specific 

details were discussed." 

He added that the plan was dis- 
cussed during the recent Com- 
monwealth summit, and that 
Foreign Secretary David Owen had 
conferred on the' matter with U.S. 
Secretary of State Cyrus Vance In 
Paris last week. 

The spokesman said that John 
Graham, a senior Foreign Office of- 
ficial. will arrive In Lusaka on July S 
on a second southern African peace 
swing accompanied by Stephen Low, 
the U.S. ambassador to Zambia. 
Graham and Low made a similar 
trip shortly before the London Com- 


monwealth summit. 

“The Issue is who would hold the 
ring during the runup to elections 
and during the elections 
themselves.” the spokesman said. 

He added that the force would act 
in this capacity only if both Premier 
Ian Smith’s government and the 
black nationalists agreed to a 
negotiated settlement. 

“There is no question of it playing 
a combatant role," he said. 

As reports on various efforts to 
solve the Rhodesian conflict multip- 
ly, the clashes between Rhodesian 
black and white troops and the 
nationalist guerrillas have stepped 
up in Intensity. 

A Rhodesian military com- 
munique yesterday announced that 
Rhodesian troops had killed 26 
guerrillas and three black civilians 
assisting them in the past 24 hours, 
bringing to 45 . the number of ln- 
surgents whose deaths were 
reported In the past two days. 

An army communique said four 
members of the security forces, 
three white army soldiers and one 
black police reservist, were killed In 
action. 

Black gunmen on Saturday night 
“opened fire Indiscriminately on a 
crowd of Africans at a beer hall in 
the Midlands, ” killing one black man 
and wounding a black woman, 
another report said. 

No additional details on the beer 
hall attack were given. Guerrillas, in 
the past, have let it be known they do 
not want blacks drinking while In- 
surgents are fighting. 


German train crash claims 29 lives 


LEBUS, East Germany (Reuter). — 
A passenger express train collided 
head-on with a freight train and 
burst into flames here today, killing 
at least 29 people. 

Soviet soldiers and East German 
railway engineers moved in with 
heavy lifting equipment to clear the 
tangled wreckage after the worst 
rail crash in the country for 10 years. 

Officials at the site told Western 
reporters that 27 people were ao far 
known to have died and seven more 
were injured when the express 
ploughed into an oncoming- freight 
train. 

The steam-engine pulling the 
passenger train and the freight 
train's diesel locomotive were both 
gutted In the ensuing fire. Smoulder- 
ing wreckage still blocked the track 
12 hours after the crash, which 
happened just after 2 a.m. outside 


the sleepy village of Lebus near 
. Frankfurt-on-Oder and the Polish 
frontier. 

Western correspondents at first 
barred from the scene, were allowed 
to go there shortly after mid-day. 

It was East Germany’s worst rail 
disaster since 1967, when 94 persons, 
many of them schoolchildren, were 
burned to death in a crash between a 
passenger train and a petrol tanker 
truck at a level crossing near 
Magdeburg. 

According to railway officials at 
the Lebus scene, both crewmen in 
the steam locomotive were killed. 
Their bodies were still thought to be 
in the wreckage. 

The driver's assistant in the 
freight train died, but the driver 
himself was found alive but un- 
conscious near the wreckage. He had 
apparently jumped clear at the last 
minute,, the officials said.

Inferno in Tennessee jail kills 42 


COLUMBIA. Tennessee. — Forty- 
two people, including at least one 
woman visitor, were killed on Sun- 
day when a jail was turned into a 
blazing inferno at visiting time. 

Hours after the blaze at Maury 
County Jal) here, fire officials could 
not say how many of the dead were 
prisoners and how many were 
visitors. 


Most of the deaths were caused by 
smoke fumes, pushed around by the 
air conditioning in the white one- 
storey building in the centre of this 
town of 35.000, police said. About 25 
people were injured, some critically. 

Officials said they thought the 


blaze was touched off by a cigarette 
in a padded cell housing a prisoner 
confined for disciplinary reasons. 

Chief deputy Bob Farmer said a 
16-year-oid runaway from Wisconsin 
who was pulled from the padded cell 
told him he set the flames. He iden- 
tified the youth as Andy Zimmer. 
The youth, badly burned, was taken 
to a Nashville hospital, where of- 
ficials said he was In critical condi- 
tion. 

“Me and another officer dragged 
him out. Farmer said. “Be said he 
set it." 

Firemen fought the blaze far six 
hours. Although the flames were 
contained to the padded cell area. 


the smoke was so thick that firemen 
with gas masks were unable to battle 
their way in. 

Finally, authorities had to knock, 
down a corner of the jail’s back wall 
to get in and bring out the bodies. 

Evacuated visitors waited outside 
helplessly as . body after body was 
carried out. r - 

Sobbing relatives tried to identify 
the dead carried in bags to the local 
hospital. 

A woman, who said she was look- 
ing for her brother, walked up to a 
policeman at the hospital, crying, 
and said: “Oh. Lord. oh. Lord, be 
never did nothing wrong.”

Dissident Orlov charged by Soviets 


MOSCOW. — Leading Soviet dissi- 
dent, physicist Yuri Orlov has been 
charged with spreading anti-Soviet 
fabrications and could face up to 
three years in jail, bis wife said 
yesterday. 

Mrs. Irina Orlov said she had been 
summoned yesterday to KGB head- 
quarters in Lubyanka prison and 
told that her husband — who was 
arrrested In February — would be 
charged under article 109 of the Rus- 
sian criminal code which covers the 
"dissemination of fabrications 
defaming the Soviet State." 

Dr. Orlov, 52, founded a dissident 
group in May 1976 to monitor Soviet 
compliance with the Declaration on 
Human Rights made by the 1975 
European security conference in 
Helsinki. 

The charge against him, which 
carries a maximum three-year 
prison term, is less serious than the 
frequently-used accusation of anti- 
Soviet agitation which carries a 
maximum sentence of seven years’ 
imprisonment followed by exile to a 
remote part of the USSR. 

Orlov — a respected physicist in 
the field ^ acceleration -of elemen- 
tary particles — has developed 
theories that some- scientists say., 
could prove to be important. After 
graduating in Physics from Moscow 
University, he went to work in 1952 at 
the Institute of Theoretical and Ex- 
perimental Physics. But after he 
offered a programme promoting 
human rights to a party meeting in 
1956. his superiors were so offended 
that they expelled him from both the 
Communist Party and from his job. 
He then found a research job in 
Soviet Armenia, where he worked 
until 1972 on accelerators and 
became a corresponding member 



Tatyana Khodorovich. who 
manages a fund financed by 
royalties from .books by exiled 
author Alexander Solzhenitsyn, said 
the questioning lasted just 10 
minutes, during which time she 
refused to give reasons for not talk- 
ing and refused to sign a summary of 
the questions. 

She was questioned about tbe 
“Chronicle of Current Events," a 
dissident publication in which she 
participates, and about another sub- 
ject referred to cryptically as “Case 
Number 46-012.” 

She said that since a news con- 
ference last Wednesday at which she 
made her appeal to Carter her home 
has been watched constantly by peo- 
ple sitting in two cars.

Taiwan denies buying Israel missiles 
in pursuit of arms outside of U.S.

TAIPEI. — Recent reports that Taiwan is buying mis- 
siles from Israel prompted denials from tbe government 
here, shrugs from the American military and winks from 
the Israelis in Taipei. 

Negotiations on arms deals between Israel and Taiwan 
have taken place for years and Taiwan's Ministry of 
National Defence periodically denies it has ever bought 
any weapons from Israel. 

But “Janes: All the World’s Aircraft” indicates that 
sales of Israel's Shafrir air-to-air missiles “are reported 
to have been made to several overseas customers. In- 
cluding Taiwan." Publicity about such a transaction 
might offend Saudi Arabia, which not only supplies 
Taiwan with oil but 1s also one of tbe fewer than two 
dozen countries still maintaining diplomatic relations 
with Taiwan. 

Taiwan purchased arms almost exclusively from the 
U.S. for years. While the U.S. is still Taiwan’s main 
source, American reluctance to sell certain arms he* en- 
couraged the Nationalist Chinese to seek other suppliers. 
None the less, neither the Shafrir nor the Gabriel missile, 
both sold by Israel, have the strategic capability that the 
U.S. is trying to keep from Taiwan, according to an in- 
formed source. The Gabriel is a short-range anti-ship 
weapon and the Shafrir is a short-range air combat 
weapon. 

A decade ago. the U.S. was worried that the Nationalist 
Chinese might provoke full-scale war with China by at- 
tacking the mainland. This seems unlikely now, despite 
intelligence missions and small-scale commando forays. 

In evaluating arms sales to Taiwan today, Washington 
considers the availability of weapons, the unwillingness 
to offend Peking, and the possibility of technology 


“leakage" through espionage or defection. 

Approval of certain sales to Taiwan has been delayed, 
causing concern among tbe Nationalist Chinese who feel 
their future may be endangered. One item -that Taiwan 
has avidly sought is the F-16 fighter and complaints were 
. expressed when the U.S. Defence Department proposed 
the sale of 160 F-I6s to Iran while refusing to sell the 
plane to Taiwan. 

The Nationalists have also requested the Harpoon anti- 
ship missile. Even if permission is granted, the missile 
will not be available until the 1980s the uncertainty 
may have prompted the Nationalists to buy Israel's 
Gabriel to update their highly vulnerable World War El- 
vlntage navy. t 

Even more alarming to the Nationalist Chinese are 
hints that Peking is interested in U.S- military 
technology, and that tbe U.S. may be Interested In 
providing It. Last autumn the State Department ap- 
proved the sale of two sophisticated computers to Pek- 
ing. One is reportedly intended for oil exploration and the 
other for seismic research, but both can be used with 
radar systems and for nuclear testing. 

Taipei was also perturbed by the premature termina- 
tion of a 51m. programme under which the 
Massachusetts Institute of Technology was to train 
Taiwanese to design and build Inertial guidance systems. 
This equipment could be used for navigation of aircraft 
and ships — and also for targeting missiles over long dis- 
tances. On State Department recommendation the 
programme ended In June 1976, six months early. 

Despite the programme's premature end, an informed 
source said the Taiwan engineers “got what they went 
for” and speculated^, that the Nationalist Chinese have 
mastered the technology for developing inertial 
guidance systems. 
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U.S. admits serious 


problems exist in Salt 
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MOSCOW (I3FD . — U.S. arms con- 
trol negotiator Paul Waroke said 
yesterday that "quite serious 
probl ems ” exist in the talks on a new 
Soviet- American arms limitation 
pact. But he did not "discount the 
possibility” of reaching agreement 
by October. 

Warlike said the two sides are 
engaged In a continuing process of 
negotiation” aimed at reaching an 
agreement, to limit each country’s 
offensive weapons arsenal, replac- 
ing a five-year Interim pact that ex- 
pires on October 3. . 

"I don't think either side is going 
to -feel that if we haven’t got an 
agreement by October 3 that we've 
failed," Warnke told Western cor- 
respondents at an airport news con- 
ference. 


He said, that he was not worried 
about the approach of tbe expiration 
date. He said he would only be 
worried if the miirw had broken down 
and the question then would be what 
either side' would do. 

Warnke said he still agreed with 
his previous statements that 
"significant progress” was achieved 
at Salt negotiations in Geneva a 
month ago. 


Warnke left the Soviet capital 
after discussing demilitarization of 
the Indian Ocean with the Soviets 
He said the Strategic Arms Talks 
(Salt) were not discussed. 

The Communist Party newspaper 
“Pravda" said on Sunday that there 
had been no progress in the Salt 
and accused Washington of being 
responsible for the delay by seeking 
"unilateral advantages.” 

Warnke said he held "businesslike 
and cordial" talks with Soviet 
Ambassador-at-large L.I. 
Mendelvicb on the Indian Ocean 
issue, and both sides are “quite en- 
couraged." 

' They agreed to hold further talks 
in the near future, hut Warnke said it 
was too early to tell if they would 
sign a formal agreement to limit big 
power military Involvement in the 
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Pretoria arrests 
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“But that doesn't mean that there 
don’t remain quite serious 
problems.” Warnke said. "That has 
to be expected when you get into 
something, as complicated as the 
next round of Strategic Arms 
limitations." 

Warnke said the -most important 
factor in the talks "Is that both sides 
are serious about their approach and 
both sides again have got a common 
interest." 


PRETORIA (AP). — Police last 
week arrested three armed black 
terrorists, Gen. Gert Prinaloo, 
South Africa’s commissioner of 
police, said yesterday.

BONN (UPI). — West German 
Interior Minister Werner Maihofer 
in his annual security report said 
yesterday that neo-Nazis preaching 
a revival of Adolf Hitler’s Third 
Reich are becoming more militant. 

He said that their number is tiny 
and their doctrines are rejected by 
Germans, but that security forces 
must keep an eye on them because of 
their potential for trouble and 
because they are fanatics. . • 
Maihofer said attempts of the hew 
Nazis to organize larger than 
regional units failed in 1976 but they 
called attention to themaelves 
through “spectacular actions.” 
"Militant members of neo-Nazi 
groups clearly showed their 
readiness to use force,” he said. "In 
some cases police confiscated 
weapons, munitions and explosives 
from neo-Nazis." 

Maihofer reported that the 
number of new Nazis increased in 
1976 from 400 to .600 and the number 
of illegal actions committed by them 
Increased from 206 to ‘820. 

"Fbr the first time ties of these 
groups to Arab terrorists was 
noted,” he said. 

Maihofer stressed the new Nazis 
pose no danger. He said at times 
reporters pay too much attention to ‘ 
them.

ADI died a month ago. He was muc h 
too young to die; he had just been ap- 
pointed to the top Jewish civil ser- 
- vice job. Adi was. as his surname im- 
plies, a beautiful human being. _ 

Adi waa a man of Jerusalem, and 
of the world. He was as much at 
home in Jerusalem as in New York. 
He came from a family of teachers. 
His mother is remembered not only 
as a teacher of small children, but as 
a teacher of teachers. 

It was at the Beit Hakerem High 
School that Adi’s public career 
started. Among other things he in- 
sisted on the study of Arabic rather 
than the French language. And it 
was as a teacher of Arabic himself 
that he later met his wife Ora, the 
daughter of one of Israel's best Mid- 
dle East experts, Elias Sasson. 

Adi was a man of many facets. A 
professional diplomat and an ex- 
perienced politician. He was well 
read and an excellent chess-player. 
He accepted important assignments 
as they came along. He opened the 


Israel Embassy in Canada; moved 
as Consul to New York; later he was 
chief of bureau for Levi Eshkol and 
Golda Meir. 

Adi was a very unusual Knesset 
member; be ran away from publici- 
ty. Quietly yet firmly he managed, 
as whip, the Alignment faction in the 
Knesset against an opposition which 
became more powerful In the Eighth 
Knesset. 

He was a man with natural 
authority. Command came easy. 
There was no jealousy in him; on the 
contrary, he was a man of immense 
friendship and great loyalty. 

Adi wanted to be the Director 
General of the Jewish Agency. He 
was keenly aware of the historic task 
which had fallen on this generation, 
the second after independence, as 
Israel approaches her thirtieth an- 
niversary. He died before he started 
on his new assignment. Many of us 
lost a good friend. The nation lost one 
of its sons who represented all that is 

beautiful In Israel.

PRISON AND EXILE loom morbid- 
ly in the life of aRussian intellectual, 
as certain as death — more 
frightening. For the physical hell 
into which the exile is thrust is coupl- 
ed with a mental stress that more 
often than not distorts the mental 
balance before living conditions 
destroy the body. Whatever Russian 
writers are describi n g, the vision of 
the Camp is. always with them. 

Most of the writings In the monthly 
"Vremiae M’e" (The Time and Us), 
edited by Victor Ferelman in Tel 
Aviv, are permeated with the same 
spirit. Perhaps more so, because the 
Jew in Soviet Russia Is more likely 
than others to incur punishment for 
deviating thoughts. 

Victor Perelman. who was a jour- 
nalist in Russia before coming here, 
has been steadfastly producing the 
small-format publication for almost 
two years. “Vremia e M'e” has 

adopted the paper-back look of the 
prestigious quarterly, "Continent". 
published in London. It maintains an 
equally high literary standard. Its 
contributors have Included Audrey 
Slniavsky. Victor Nekrassov and 
other leading Soviet emigres and it 
also contains translations from 
Yigael Yadin, Moshe Shamir and Zvi 
Luz. Its motto is inspired by Can- 
dide: “Amongst distrust and vanity, 
in a world where human relations 
are determined by brute force and 
falsehood, we have only one single 
aim: to help the reader see more' 
clearly into our times and into his in- 
ner self." 

Some veteran Soviet prisoners, 
who know they have not the slightest 
chance of ever living in freedom 
again, often commit acts of mayhem 
on their own bodies even can- 
nibalism. says Slniavsky. Their cap- 
tors cite such phenomena as proof 
that the prisoners are mentally 
defective, inhuman. This is not so, 
asserts Siniavsky. “I have spoken to 
many such men; they are generally 
perfectly normal." Some of them are 
of high intelligence. But years of 
Camp life have brought them to “the 
nadir of human penury." Such a man 
is brought to feel that be possesses 
nothing b ut his own body. To prove to 
himself that he has still some power 
of volition, he inflicts injury on 
himself. 


Shadow of 
prison over 
Soviet 
writers

To illustrate his point, Siniavsky 
tells a story about an old prisoner, a 
consumptive sentenced for theft. He 
is incarcerated together with a 
small, agile man whom the prisoners 
nickname “Fly." They become a 
pair, a “family." Then it's the New 
Year, a date to celebrate. But how? 
The only possessions the prisoners 
have are their bodies. Hie old man 
acts; wine and ice-cream, please! 
He takes a metal cup, fills it with 
sperm, sprinkles it with blood from a 
vein. Oelebrate the New Year, com- 
rade! 

Siniavsky’s contribution was taken 
from his address to an International 
symposium held in Switzerland a 
couple of years ago to discuss the 
reaction of the individual in confine- 
ment. 

Nekrassov, an the other hand, has 
obviously written especially for 
" Vremia e M'e." His contribution is 
the story of an elderly engineer, 
about to retire at the age of 60, who, 
for no apparent reason, applies for a 
permit to go to Israel. What follows 
sticks to the established pattern. 
Abram Yufa. a veteran Communist, 
is called to a meeting of party men in 
the district to be expelled. Yufa has 
transgressed nothing in the laws of 
the Soviet Union or the Communist 
Par$y in expressing his desire to join 
his sister in Israel. But everybody on 
the party secretariat takes the 
secretary’s hint that Yufa has com-

mitted an offence. 

The Jewish members of the 
secretariat sound more outraged 
than others. The only dissenting 
voice Is that of a young mas of 22, 
w>iH n Kudravtsev, a candidate to the 
party, who can see nothing wrong in 
Tufa’s intention. Isn’t it a personal 
matter? — Kolia’s candidacy ia sub- 
esequently turned down, of course. 

Nekrassov’s heart ia with the 
young men who discuss events 
honestly. “Is western Prussia, or the 
Kalinin Area as it is called now, an 
occupied zone, or Isn’t it? And 
Silesia? Stettin? weren't they taken 
by sword and fire? In Soviet 
Bukovina, In Uzhgorod, hardly 
anybody speaks Ukrainian, all they 
understand Is Czech or Hungarian. 
Even Brandt recognized the Oder- 
Neisse — excuse me, Oder-Nisse 
line. Why don’t we recognize Gaza 
and the Sinai peninsula? No, my 
dear papa, something is wrong with 
our logic, well, if I am not mistaken, 
Lenin bad a four in logic, the only 
subject in which he got less than 
five." (Five is the highest mark in 
the Russian educational system.) 

On the other hand, there Is a 
description, not without humour, of 
life in a mansion on the Arbat (the 
Fifth Avenue of Czarist Russia), 
where whole families occupy single 
rooms In a large flat. The Israeli 
scene is not forgotten. Father Elias, 
a Catholic monk, discusses “the 
Essence of Judaism," quoting from 
Ah ad Ha ’am and Franz Rosenzweig, 
and noting the strange situation 
arising from the trial of Brother 
Daniel: “a Jew who renounces his 
religion to become a Christian 
ceases to be a Jew; but a man 
renouncing religion to become a 
Communist is still a Jew." 

Michail Leder reviews the Lavon 
Affair in a dull and lengthy article. 
Yigael Yadin speaks of 
volunteerism : “I am worried that 
volunteerism flowers only after we ’ 
win in battle.. .After the Six Day War 
everybody became a volunteer. 
There were a lot of volunteers, for a 
short time, after the Entebbe 
operation." 

But the volunteer spirit still exists, 
though it is not in the limelight. 
When the time comes, it will emerge 
as strong and powerful as in the past. 


Laugh before death; Boomerang

Griffin: Mythological animal 
represented as a cross between lion 
and eagle.

Griffin is Peter Fhlk. Phoenix is JQ1 
Clay burgh. He is *37 years old. She is 
34 years old. He has Melanoma, a 
fatal form of cancer. She has 
Leukemia, fatal. Both have one 
year to live. Griffin loves Phoenix. 
Phoenix loves Griffin. 

Why a love story about two ter- 
minal cancer victims one may well 
ask. Sounds maudlin, mushy, cheap, 
etc. Who needs it? We’ve all got 
troubles of our own. why see a movie 
a bout. such a. depressing, subject? . 

“Griffin A Phoenix ” is not about 
life after, deaths— dl is, as the old joke 
goes, about life before death. What 
do people doomed to die do with theta- 
lives before it’s too late? 

There are many ways to react to a 
death sentence, but Griffin and 
Phoenix settle the grim problem by 
deciding to have a good time with 
each other and with the rest of the 
world. They set about doing all the 
things they have always wanted to 
do, playing out their childish fan- 
tasies and abandoning all sense of 
convention. They develop a healthy 
zest for life, savouring each precious 
moment, laughing all the way to the 
bitter end...

BOOMERANG (Ben Yehuda, Tel Aviv).

HOW YOU would react to your son 
being accused of murder would de- 


pend largely on who you were. Jac- 
ques Batkin (Alain Delon) is a cool, 
highly successful industrialist with a 
lot of money (some of which he 
married) and a lot of Influence. 
When the dope-party murder, for 
which his 17-year-old son (Louis 
Julien) was responsible, hit the news 
his staff naturally offered their con- 
dolences. 

Tight- faced and shocked more 
deeply than is at first apparent, 
Jacques struggles to carry on 
business, to face lawyers, to probe 
the thoughts of his son now in prison, 
to make seedy private in- 
vestigations, and to keep up 
pretences.... Until unexpectedly his 
own criminal past is dug up and 
slung across the headlines. 

All the cunning and Intelligence 
which he deliberately channelled 
into building a respectable career 
had. 20 years before, helped him out 
of gaol. Now. as his present world 
slowly disintegrates. Jacques blind- 
ly reverts to gangsterism and plans 
his son’s breakout. 

This is an absorbing sophisticated 
thriller of emotional shock and 
human attachment, running the dif- 
ficult margin between justice and 
crime ; at the same time touching the 
old question: to what extent are our 
doings the result of heredity? 

“Boomerang,’’ filmed in the 
elegant environs of Nice and Cap 
d* Antibes, is written and directed by 
Jose Giovanni, whose sensitive and 
successful working relationship with 
Alain Delon is here quite evident.

RAMAT GAN. — Sweden’s 23-year- 
pld Anita Zarnowlecki. winner of an 
unprecedented seven gold medals — 
plus one silver — at the 1973 Mac- 
cabiah, is coining back next month 
to defend her titles at the 20th 
games.

Also in the team is Anita’s twin 
brother Bemt. who gained two gold 
and two silver medals for swimming 
at the ninth games, breaking two 
Maccabiah records in the process. 

A highlight of the 10th Mac- 
cabiah 's swimming championships 
at the Tel Aviv University pool 
should be a renewal of the tussles 
between Anita Zamowiecki and U. s. 
star Wendy Weinberg, which were a 
feature of the last games. 

■Hie American girl, then only 15. 
inflicted the one defeat suffered by 
Zamowiecki. when she beat her In 
the 800-metre freestyle final. 
Weinberg, who was herself pushed 
Into second place by the Swedish 
Olympic swimmer In the 100. 200 and 
400-metres freestyle races, 
nevertheless finished the meet with 
four gold and three silvers, and was 
among the game's- youngest medal 
winners.

First signs that peak 
may have been reached 


Jerusalem Foot Reporter ‘ . 

TEL AVIV. — The first signs that 
Sunday's stock market “boom” — 
with a record turnover of TT-iaowi . 
with sharply rising prices. — 7 may 
soon give birth to a “bust” — with a 
shrinking turnover and swiftly fall* 
ing prices — became apparent 
yesterday. 

Although trading was brisk, often 
beetle, the turnover in stocks shrunk 
to lW3.7m. and if some financials 
still continued to rise, some began to 
Call — but with brokers claiming that 
It was due to “profit-taking.”. . > 

Dr. David Ottensooser. director of. 
the stock exchange, told The 
Jerusalem Post that he had warned 
the buying public that it shouldnot 
forget the “connection” between the 
price they were paying and the price- 
a stock is really worth. Also, that 
"prices on the stock market don't, 
always go up — they also go down”. 

Other stock market officials 
pointed out that much of the recent 
rise was undoubtedly due to 
speculators deliberately forcing up 
the market by heavy buying — and 
these speculators would be the first : 
to pull out when prices were at their 
highest. 

Hard-working people, who hoped 
to make a “killing”’ by taking their 
savings out of banks and putting 
them into stocks, would be 
"slaughtered” Instead. That many 
of the buyers at present are new to . 
the market can be shown by the 
report of one bank that on Sunday it 
handled 17,000 Individual “buy* 1 ., 
orders — many thousands from' 
many persons fen* whom It was- their 
first venture in this field, (hie man, 
who had been saving to buy aflat, on 
Sunday invested for the first time. 

These same officials pointed out 
that they were interested in a 
healthy stock market — but if hun- 
dreds, perhaps thousands of persons 
lost considerable sums, they would., 
frighten away investors who bought 
stocks not as a gamble but as a 
tested method of earning a fair trade 
. income, while preserving the value 
of their money in inflationary times. 

The market leader yesterday con* 
tinned to he Mizrahi bearer, which 
rose by five points to 230 with a tur- 
nover of 6, 2S3.SOO shares, but if

Mizrahi bearer rose, .Bank Leumi 
fen by three points to 289 with a tur- 
nover of 2; 202,000 shares. Bank 
Leumi options (3); fell from 178 to 
172. with a turnover of 380,800, while 
IDB options (4) fell from 168 to 163.5 
with a turnover of 569.800. 

Despite these falls, more than a 
dozen shares were listed as “buyers 
only”. Shilton registered rose from 
153 to 160.5 and “buyers only”, 
without a turnover, but in the 
variables it rose to 165 with a tur- 
nover of 3.0,000.

Efraim 
Ben-Arzi and Avraham Kalir. 


Z a lman 8halev, managing-director of 
A.E.L. Ltd, received the “Ze'ev 
Hochberg Award” tor founding a 
telecommunications company in 
1967, with 14 employees, and guiding 
it, through excellent management, 
to its present size of 700 workers.: 
During its first year of activities. 
A.E.L. Ltd. had sales of about 
ILSWMJOO; in 1976 they were ILUOm. 

Shalev was born in this country in 
1923 and after finishing - high school 
in Haifa, he joined the British Army 
and during bis service studied radio 
engineering. After his discharge 
from the ' British Army In 1947 he 
jointed the LD.F. and worked in his 
chosen field, being mustered out 
with the rank of Aluf-Mlsbne. 

Amiwnn (“Eaml") Axtoei, "mana- 
ging-director of LAhavel Xscar, Ltd., 
Nahariya, was awarded the “Aharon 
Natanel Prize” for his dynamic 
leadership in helping the plant 
produce blades for jet engines, 
blades which won a reputation for 
quality not only in Israel but also 
abroad. If exports in 1973 reached 
31m., by 1976 they had soared to 54m . 

A sabra, born in 1935, and 
educated at the Ttechnion, he not only 
served as technical director of the 
Nahal Sorek nuclear research sta- 
tion, but also was part of a team 
which aet up an atomic power plant 
in the U.S. Upon his return to Israel 
he joined Lahavei Iscar. 

Israel Poliak, head of the Polgat tex- 
tile complex, was bom in Rumania 
In 1910, and at the age of 28 setup his 
first textile factory there. He 
emigrated to Chile where he es- 
tablished an enviable record not only 
in the field of textiles, but also as a 
Zionist leader. In 1960, he began 
building the Polgat plant which to- 
day employs 3,200 persons. 

He was given the •'Yona Garstner 
Prize” not only for his efforts to 
build a textile industrial empire, but

Eight industrial leaders win

for seeing to It that its goods manag- 
ed to invade successfully and com- 
pete on world markets. The judges 
note that his Zionist activites are not 
within the scope of the present 
award, but they manage to praise 
him in passing for his outstanding 
contributions to the Zionist cause. 

When Yona Ushpts suddenly lost her 
husband, an electrical engineer. In 
1970, it was feared that the plant he 
had built to make electric motors — 
ranging from half a horse power to 
1,000 horse power — would begin to 
decline. But Yona — her husband’s 
name was also Yona — not only took 
over the management of the plant, 
but managed it so successfully that it 
continued to flourish and expand. 

The plant provided motors for the 
Electric Corporation, the Refineries, 
Mekorot, the Dead Sea Works, but 
also for tb? petrochemical and 
chemical industries. 

She was awarded the “Alexander 
Zelkind Prize” not only for her 


managerial skills, but for her un- 
usual adaptability to a new way of 
life. 

Eugene Propper learned the food 
processing business In his father's 
plant In Czechoslovakia, and upon 
settling in this country In 1939 he set 
about building his own business, call- 
ed “Osem.” From two workers, the 
tiny plant continued to expand and 
expand until today it has 1,100 
workers, and a turnover of IL840m. 
Most of the output of Osem is sold 
locally, but in 1975 exports passed 
the Jim. mark, and this year they 
should reach $ 2 m. 

He was awarded the “Eliyahu 
Fromcenco Prize” for his outstan- 
ding ability to start from scratch and 
to build up an industrial complex 
which has become a symbol for ef- 
ficiency. quality and productivity. 
He was born In 1911. 

Uri Kellner entered the Tambour 
paint factory in 1958 as an accoun- 


tant, and ten years later he became 
the managing-director of this plant 
which today, following several 
mergers, is known as Tambour- 
Askar Paints. If the turnover in 1968 
was ILdOm., today It is about 
TL255m. ; and exports grew from 
$1.7m. in 1975 to $3.8m. today. 

He received the “Dr. Richard 
Strauss Prize" not only for his ef- 
ficient management, but for his 
ability to turn out high-quality 
products at a reasonable price which 
are not only competitive on the inter-

national market, but have helped 
Israel reduce its dependence on 
foreign imports. 

Born in 1928, educated in England, 
fae interrupted bis education to serve 
in the Israel Defence Forces in the 
War of hi dependence. 

The citation given to Elkana Caspi, 
managing-director of Tadiran, notes 
that this company “is an outstanding 
example of efficient management of 
a sophisticated industry which was 
developed In Israel and which today 
constitutes a national asset.” 

Caspi, who received the “Ze’ev 
Gorodecky Prize,” was horn in 
Lithuania, but was educated In 
Israel, and also in the United States. 
After an outstanding career in the 
army and government service, he 
joined Tadiran. 

In 1966 sales were IL28m.; in 1976 
they were ILL.SOOm. Exports grew 
from 3600,000 in this period to 571m. 
last year. Much of the success of this 
export drive Is due to his skills in 
many fields. He was horn in 1924. 

Shinned Dankner, born In 1930, and 
educated (chemical engineering) at 
the University of Berkeley in Califor- 
nia. is cited for three separate things 
in receiving the "Issachar 
Haimovici Prize.” 

The first is in the field of ecology, 
for the plant he aet up and now runs. 
Dor Chemicals, Ltd., Is an outstan- 
ding example in this field. 

Moreover, the plant produces not 
only products which meet the 
highest international standards — 
ami 65 per cent of the output Is in- 
deed exported, but Danker himself 
has shown a personal interest in 
research and development. 

The plant was founded in 1971 and 
went into production two years later, 
and during these two critical years, 
Dankner played a critical role. 


Growth in means of payment

The Governor of the Bank of Israel 
will next week report an increase in 
the means of payment, which grew 
by 15 per cent in the J anuary-Marc h 
period. 

According to Bank of Israel 
sources, the Governor will use his 
report to make alternative proposals 
for economic policy In the next few 
months. 

Chief among those proposals will 
be one to cut the budget by IL5b. 
without ratsing taxes. 

Bank of Israel economists have in 
the last few days held a series of 
meetings with Treasury officials to 
work out a set of alternative policies. 
The Bank believes, that the effec- 
tiveness of additional taxes In cur- 
bing consumption and imparts is 
diminishing. Should the Government 
find it impossible to cut the budget as 
proposed by the Bank, however, 
there will be no choice other than to 
raise taxes. 

One of the main targets in cutting 
public expenditure are the subsidies 
for basic foodstuffs. The amount 
originally budgeted was 112 . 8 b., but 
if the prices of the subsidized 
products axe to be maintained, the 
outlay on subsidies will come to 


IL4.3b. Histadrut Secretary-General 
Yeruham Meshel restated his op- 
position to feny cuts in the subsidies 
in his television debate with F in a nc e 
Minister Simha Ehrlich on June 21, 
the Histadrut election night. 

. The Bank of Israel will also recom- 
mend that the policy of mini- 
devaluations be maintained, but this 
can effectively promote exports only 
If measures are taken simultaneous- 
ly to restrain domestic demand. 

The Bank yesterday published its 
survey of economic developments in 
January-May. As reported in I7ie 
Jerusalem Post on Friday, the sur- 
vey says that domestic consumer de- 
mand has increased, but investment 
demand has not revived. Unemploy- 
ment has fallen and the trend has 
continued in April-May. 


Saving scheme feds 

The banks have begun to take ad- 
vantage of the permission given 
them by the Treasury to offer savers 
additional inducements, at the 
banks' own expense, within the 
framework of the new "douhle- 
18,000” savings schemes. 

Bank Tefahot was the first to offer 
additional inducements. It offers 
savers who deposit IL36.000 in the 
first year an increased grant of 16 
per cent; those who deposit 1118,000 
in the first year get a grant of 14 per 
cent; and those who make regular 
monthly deposits of over IL500 — 12 
per cent. 

The First International Bank gives 
savers in a similar IL36.000 scheme 
a grant of IL4.500. or 12.8 per cent. In 
addition, it will give full 100 per cent 
linkage after three years.

Higher exemptions for poor landlords

Jerusalem Post Reporter 

Landlords whose houses are rented 
under the Tenants Protection Law 
will be exempt from property tax if 
their annual income does not exceed 
U22.500, Instead of ILL5.000 as until 
now. • 

The spokesman of the Internal 
Revenue Administration said that 
the Knesset 'Financ^ Committee had 
recently approved '■ ■a regulation to 
that effect. The new regulation also 
provides that if the landlord has 


more than three members of his 
family living with him the exemption 
will he increased by another 114,600, 
instead of 113,000 as until now. 

The spokesman explained that 
when the Tenants Protection Law 
was changed In 1972, the legislature 
Intended to make allowances for 
landlords of modest income, for 
whom rents were the main source of 
income. The Finance Minister was 
therefore empowered to raise the in- 
come exempt from property tax in 
accordance with price inflation.

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Waving the military option 

THE SOUND ol war drums Is coming from the Arab capitals 
again, as part of a well orchestrated effort to frighten the 
Western nations, and particularly the U.S., into forcing an Arab- 
style settlement on Israel. 

A renewal of hostilities, and with it a fresh oil embargo — so 
the none too subtle message goes — are virtually unavoidable 
unless President Carter makes Mr. Begin, at their scheduled 
White House meeting next month, “see the light." 

This would involve accepting Israel withdrawal from all 
territories taken in 1967, allowing the establishment of a Palesti- 
nian state In (for a start) the West Bank and the Gaza Strip, and 
letting Palestinian refugees who might still remain homeless 
return to what Is (for now) Israel. 

That these are the unbending Arab terms for a settlement was 
made official again, if any confirmation was necessary, by 
President Hafez Assad, in a talk to visiting Egyptian newsmen 
in Damascus this week. In return for Israel's surrender. Hafez 
reiterated, the Arabs will consent to end the 29-year-long state 
of war, and they will call this peace. 

If past experience is any guide, it would be most unwise to dis- 
miss the Arab war threats, as was once customary, as sedatives 
designed largely for the domestic market. They should be taken 
most seriously, as should the copious evidence of Arab war 
preparations. 

It may be true, as some military experts contend, that the 
“confrontation states," even when backed by their more distant 
allies, are not yet capable of mounting a major assault on Israel 
today. But Arab leaders may consider themselves ready for 
such an adventure tomorrow — and even if they are not, they 
may still figure that the political dividends accruing to an arm- 
ed operation, however unsuccessful, might be worth the try. 

Their reasoning is plainly based on the fact that most Western 
nations have already endorsed, in the main, the Arab concep- 
tion of a peace settlement — and, most important, that the U.S. 
is tending in that direction. 

It is not exactly news that there is a difference of opinion 
between Jerusalem and Washington on the extent of modifica- 
tion that might be required In the old armistice lines — which 
the Arabs note term borders — in order to make Israel secure. 
The advent of the Begin government has only made the split 
rather more pronounced. 

Nor Is it unknown that the two countries do not exactly see 
eye-to-eye on the matter of what Mr. Carter somewhat am- 
biguously refers to as a "Palestinian homeland." 

But at least there has been an almost complete agreement 
between Israel and the U.S. that the state of war could only be 
effectively ended by establishing a genuine peace. No one, in 
fact, was more insistent on this point, for a while, than Mr. 
Carter. However, as the number of official Arab visitors to 
Washington increased, the President appeared to be moving 
away from this position. 

The assurances offered by Vice-President Mondale last week 
were welcome, but they did not quite erase the impression. This 
impression was, indeed, reinforced by the statement issued last 
night by the State Department. It is from such an erosion of the 
American commitment that Arab leaders may draw support for 
their belief that it pays to wave the military option in public — 
and perhaps even to give It a try in the field.

Mr. Begin’s brave ^tart 

MR. BEGIN 'S style at the first session of his Cabinet on Sunday 
had all the signs of a new broom and of a man flijmly in charge : 
no smoking, no interminable orating, no declaratory poaching 
by one Minister on the territory of another antt no leaks to the 
news media. 

These might seem rather minor matters, unworthy of the 
Prime Minister’s imperious attention. But maimer cannot be 
separated from substance, and on the whole Mr. Be gin's 
emphasis on style in the working of his government deserves 
commendation. After all, it was the previous government's con- 
tinued Inability to function at the most elementary levels which 
so greatly contributed to the loss of the public’s confidence In 
Labour’s ability to rule. 

In the first week of the Begin government’s life it Is already 
possible to point to some pluses and minuses. The relative- 
despatch with which Mr. Begin put his coalition together should 
be applauded, particularly when compared with the inter- 
minable processes of the past. While it is true that Mr. Begin is 
continuing in bis efforts to broaden bis coalition by the inclusion 
of the DMC, in the balance it 1 b preferable that Israel should 
have a functioning government today rather than in another few 
weeks or months. 

Perhaps Mr. Begin’s greatest success to date has been the no- 
nonsense manner in which he succeeded in establishing a lean 
six-man Ministerial Committee on Defence. Despite the fact 
that such a committee was urgently proposed by the Agranat 
Commission over three years ago, its appointment eluded 
Prime Minister Rabin due to a combination of coalition, fac- 
tional and personal pressures. 

On the other hand, talk of the Likud government being a 
significantly more compact — and' therefore more efficient — 
administration should he dismissed as the mirage it is. Its 13 
Ministers will grow to 17 if the DMC is co-opted. This will almost 
certainly lead to inexorable Herut demands for another 
Minister or two, to which the Prime Minister will accede in 
order to shore up his own supporters in the Cabinet. And so full 
circle back to the gargantuan cabinets of pre-Likud days. 

Apparently the pressures of coalition government and the fac- 
tional nature of the Alignment, Likud and NRP blocs make 
small cabinets nearly out of the question. 

The situation is even worse when one contemplates the profu- 
sion of Deputy Ministers. Three have already been appointed, 
with another half dozen in the offing. The most ludicrous aspect 
of this insatiable hunger for executive position — and status — 
can be seen in the reports of the intention to appoint a Deputy 
Minister to the Minister of Immigrant Absorption, whose own 
Ministry may well be scrapped next February. 

And to add insult to injury, one should make note of the fact 
that the government table was as deserted as lc the Alignment 
days at yesterday's Knesset session, the first after Sunday's 
Cabinet resolutions of good behaviour. 

The unsatisfactory political habits which Mr. Begin seeks to 
replace were not the result of bad intentions. Rather they 
resulted from a progressive erosion of political standards, and 
from the loss of effective control by Prime Ministers who were 
preoccupied with the conduct of foreign and defence affairs. It is 
yet to be seen whether Mr. Begin will persist in devoting a com- 
mensurate part of his energy, attention, and prestige to these 
and other questions of political style. 


POSTSCRIPTS 


LAST MONDAY, the entire nation 
had the rare opportunity of sitting in 
on an entire Knesset session. Ibis 
was when the first business session 
of the Ninth Knesset, at which Prime 
Minister Begin presented and the 
House debated his programme and 
ministerial nominees, was telecast 
live from beginning to end. Many 
people, not accustomed to 
parliamentary ways, were astonish- 
ed and some were even hurt by the 
antics of some of the debater and es- 
pecially of the hecklers. 

Perhaps' the main difference 
between Jerusalem's parliamentary 
style and, say, London's, Is that the 
expletives that British MPs hurl at 
each other, also without first raising 
their hands for permission to speak, 
are generally prefaced by "The 
Honourable Member for..." This 
person (who is referred to as "The 
Honourable and Gallant Member” if 


he has been a soldier) is then called 
to task not. say, for a "damned He" 
but for a "terminological Inexac- 
titude." Yet there is always a certain 
limit beyond which it is understood 
that even the wildest parliamentary 
heckler does not go.

The advantages of a five-day week 


THE NATIONAL Religious Party 
has made itself the popular tribune 
for the Introduction of a five-day 
week far all production workers. 

The overt purpose is most 
laudable: A five-day week will not 
only assure workers of access to 
various services without taking time 
off. openly or illicitly, from work, but 
will also make it easier for observant 
Jews to enjoy those recreations 
which at present are inevitably out 
of bounds to them. 

Considering the experience of 
those enterprises which have had a 
five-day week for years, from the 
more sophisticated metalworking 
and electronics branches to the more 
simple apparel Industries, there Is 
no reason to fear any decline in 
productivity. Like many other things 
which our professed socialists should 
have done a long time ago and did 
not. the five-day week is long over 1 
due. 

It would, of course, be naive to 
think that the NRP is pushing for this 
reform without regard to its 
usefulness as part of the campaign 
for a much stricter enforcement of 
the Sabbath than is provided for un- 
der the status quo. How far this will 
ultimately lead Is difficult to foretell. 
Self-restraint In the Kulturkampf 

which Is apparently already being 
conjured up Is not a virtue that can 
automatically be expected of 
Messrs. Hammer, Ben Meir, and 
Rabbi Pornsh. 

If the Likud government remains 
as dependent on the orthodox parties 
as it is at the moment, the status quo 
may In fact become very dynamic. 
We may, before long, see the day 
when not only buses are barred from 
the roads on Saturdays, but also 
most private cars, if only because 
gas stations are liable to be closed 
down for the duration of the seventh 
day.

It has long been argued that Israel 
cannot yet afford to reduce the work 
week, for If the five-day week 
becomes universal, the present 46 
hours will soon become 40. The 
answer to that Is two-fold. 

First, in those firms where the 
five-day week has been in force for ' 
years, there has until now been no 
pressure to reduce the number of 
work hours. This, admittedly, may 
have been the case because the five- 
day week was not universal, and 
once it becomes so the situation may 
change. 

But, secondly, even if pressure will 

gradually build up to reduce the 
work week in terms of hours, this 
need not he a great calamity, nor 
will it necessarily reduce output. If it 
comes about gradually, in a context 
of renewed economic growth and 
modernization of industrial techni- 
que and organization. It can even be 
a partial substitute for wage in- ’ 
creases. 

It is also feared by some that the 
five-day nine-hour a day week will 
not remain limited to production 
work era .
